HELSINKI, Finland (AP) — 
U.S. and Soviet envoys m et to­ 
day to begin preparations for 
arm s lim itation talks, and Pres­ 
ident Nixon told his delegation 
he hopes for a halt to the nu­ 
clear arm s race and eventually 
its reversal.

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Fishing Cutback 


The Commission has spoken and there isn’t 
much that can be done about it now, but the 
chances of buying a fresh fish from Lake Mich­ 
igan in the Escanaba area after Jan. I died last 
week. 
Michigan’s Natural Resources Commission 
adopted a new zone management plan which, 
when it goes into effect on New Year’s Day, will 
prohibit all commercial fishing in Little and Rig 
Bays de Noe. The only water open to commercial 
fishing in the area will be in a square off the 
southern tin of the Stonington and Garden Pen­ 
insulas, but commercial fishermen in the area 
don’t believe that will be enough to save the in­ 
dustry here. 
Ender the zone plan. Big and Little Bars de 
Noc are sports fishing zones. Green Bay in Mich­ 
igan is a rehabilitation zone. Commercial catch­ 
es are prohibited. 
August Scholle of Royal Oak, chairman of 
the commission, described the plan as a “cour­ 
ageous” steD to save the Great Lakes fishery 
for a dwindling field of commercial fishermen 
as well as all other interests in the state. Scholle 
cited figures provided by Rep. Russell Heilman 
(D-Dollar Bay) shoving that Michigan’s com­ 
mercial fishermen have declined from 1,460 in 
1950 to only 350 this year. He said that the fish­ 
ermen who have left the industry did so be­ 
cause they could not make a living and predicted 
the same fate for most of the remaining com­ 
mercial fishermen if the Commission did not 
adopt the plan. 
♦

Scholle may have a solid argument when he 
points to the figures on the number of commer­ 
cial licenses issued and says the fishermen need 
protection from their own exploitation of the re­ 
maining resource. Greed and over harvest of 
fish years ago probably contributed to the de­ 
cline of the fish population, but nature with the 
coming of the lamprey and the alewife and the 
state through earlier restrictions were also fac­ 
tors. 
And ft may be that those remaining few 
should receive plaudits for surviving the lean 
years when lake trout, walleye, northern pike, 
and 
other 
highly 
marketable 
species 
were 
removed from the catch allowed. 
Instead, the zone management program 
may deliver the final punch. At a time when 
most government agencies are trying to pro­ 
mote economic development, there seems to be 
a basic inconsistency with the program by tak­ 
ing away jobs the fishermen feel they can hold.

Some of the other arguments in favor of 
the plan don’t make sense, either, although even 
the strongest backer of commercial fishermen 
will conceed that some regulation — particular­ 
ly in the program to reestablish a healthy popu­ 
lation of lake trout — is necessary. 
For one thing, Michigan’s zone management 
plan can by no stretch of the imagination be 
regarded as the “savior” of the Great Lakes for 
the simple reason that comparable regulatory 
programs are not in effect in either neighbor­ 
ing states or in Canada. Although there may be 
some validity to protecting certain areas of the 
lake, fish potations do move and while Michigan 
fishermen are unable to net them Canadian fish­ 
ermen are under no such regulation. 
To try* to control fish in the Great Lakes 
without developing a total Great Lakes plan 
would be a little bit like Menominee, Mich., try­ 
ing to control a smoke nuisance from Marinette. 
No matter how many anti-smoke laws Menom­ 
inee enacted, none of them would do any good 
unless Marinette also passed an ordinance. 
Also disturbing is the reasoning of Henry 
Vondett, regional fish biologist for the DNR at 
Marquette, who explained in a story published 
by the Daily Press recently that “the bulk of the 
fresh fish consumed in the diet of Michigan 
residents comes from the sport-caught fish and 
it seems unfounded to consider that any curtail­ 
ment of the commercial fishing industry’, as de­ 
scribed in the management plan, would prevent 
the people of the State of Michigan from having 
a source of fresh fish to eat. In the Escanaba 
area alone, in the past two weeks, the catch of 
coho salmon alone has amounted to an excess 
of 32,000 pounds.” 
Vondett is correct when he says the sports­ 
man provides a great quantity of fish for his 
table, but what about the people who don’t fish 
or are unable to fish. Where are they to obtain 
fish if the commercial industry dies? It’s illegal 
for a sports fisherman to sell his catch. 
* 
* 
* 
And what about species like the whitefish, 
for examnle, which aren’t touched by sports fish­ 
ermen. The DNR says the whitefish is an “en­ 
dangered” species, an assertion which may be 
open to debate, but by cutting off commercial 
fishing entirely the tonic may be stronger than 
the sickness. 
Perch populations also have dwindled sharp­ 
ly in recent years, but no commercial catches 
have been prohibited, except by closing areas 
to all commercial fishing, and no limit has been 
set for sports fishermen, who, if he desires and 
can find the fish, could take hundreds in a single 
sitting. The policies for perch and whitefish con­ 
tradict each other. 
In most conservation circles, the multiple 
use plan has been accepted as the best way to 
manage the nation’s resources. The state’s for­ 
ests are managed on that principal. So is the 
state’s land. 
The state’s water and rtsh resources should 
be managed according to the same principal, not 
just for the sports fisherman or solely for a 
single species of fish. Under the zone manage­ 
ment plan for the Great Lakes, this doesn’t ap­ 
pear to be the case. Somewhere, the DNR must 
strike a balance between the sports and com- 
merial fisheries. Tile public deserves that con­ 
sideration.

Some people find a boneless 
turkey roast is a good buy be­ 
cause there is less waste, even 
if the cost per pound is higher.

Set A Time Table 
Mrs. Dean advises setting up 
a timetable for Thanksgiving 
morning. 
Another mistake from a food 
safety standpoint, she says, is 
to stuff the turkey the night be­ 
fore cooking. 
A better night- 
before trick is to put the dress­ 
ing in the refrigerator—instead 
of the turkey. 
She says it is hard to fight 
the tradition of stuffing the tur­ 
key . 
“From an efficiency stand­ 
point.” she says, “it is better to 
prepare it in a separate casse­ 
role.

New Drug May Pave Way 
To Heart Valve Surgery

DALLAS, Tex. - AP) — A new 
and still-experim ental drug may 
pave the way to corrective sur­ 
gery for defective heart valves 
—and possibly other cardiac de­ 
fects—for 
many 
patients who 
would 
normally be 
considered 
too ill to withstand “open heart” 
operations. 
This 
was 
reported 
to 
the 
American H eart Association to- 
dav by Dr. Bernard Burack of 
Montefiore Hospital, New York, 
who said he had given the drug 
to seven gravely ill patients be­ 
fore replacing their defective 
valves with artificial ones—and 


had achieved highly gratifying 
results. 
The drug, called phenoxyben- 
/.a mine 
hydrochloride, 
is 
de­ 
signed to keep tiny blood vessels 
—called capillaries—wide open 
during surgery, 
Dr. Burack indicated that the 
stress of any kind of surgery 
tends to constrict these tiny ves­ 
sels—thus im pairing blood flow 
to the tissues. In “open heart” 
sui gery—where 
an 
artificial 
heart-lung m achine takes over 
the job of pumping blood and al­ 
lows surgeons to work directly 
on the heart—there is special 
stress of this nature, he said, 


and it’s particularly dangerous 
for a severely ill patient.

subject—increased 
efforts to reduce the nation's 
300,000 
deaths

from 
coronary heart attacks—Dr. Ar­ 
thur J. Moss of the University of 
Rochester said a m ajor contrib­ 
utor to the sustained high deaths 
toll is the following:

attack, are not prompt enough
